It is impossible to estimate the Ger- 
mam losses during the last three days, 
but ‘successive counterattacks were 
smashed,by shell fire, machine-gun fire, 
and rifle fire, so that the ground was 
heaped with their dead.

Grand Committee of Peasants’ 
Alliance Urges Those at Front 
to Stay There and Fight. 


LONDON, April 25.—Dispatches from 
Petrograd report that the revolutionary 
spirit is manifesting itself in the rural 
districts of Russia, bringing the long- 
standing agrarilan troubles to a head. 
Notwithstanding the orgakization of 
food committees, which are doing their 
best to make the peasants understand 
that the land question cannot be wisely 
settled until the Constituent Assemdly 
is elected, the peasants are inclined to 
take the matter into their own hands. 

Soldiers visiting their rural homes, 
with or without leave, spread the news 
of the revolution and lead the peasants 
against the landowners. This is chiefly 
the. caS%e in the Saratov Government, 
where the people are often inclined to 
be turbulent. The peasants here, after 
passing resolutions of confiscation, have 
proceeded to take possession of the 
lands and drive the landowners away. 

‘fhe peasants. announced that they 


would undertake the Spring sowing 
themselves, but owing to lack of seed 
this is said to be impossible. In conse- 
quence the sowing is likely to be much 
delayed and a serious shortage of crops 
is feared. The authorities are taking 
the matter in hand and hope to prevent 
such a misfcrtune. 

Peasants’ conferences, to which dele- 
gates are sent from’ even the smallest 
cemmunes, are being organized in every 
proviuce vu: Russia to discuss peasant 
needs. Those already held have insisted 
on a proper gistribution of land. One 
characieristic resolution demards that 
all land which private landowners can- 
not sow must immediately be. surren- 
dered temporarily to the peasants, sol- 
diers’ wives to receive shares free; and 
others at moderate rent, to be fixed by 
the local community. 

Considerable ill-feeling is shown in 
some districts toward landowners. Bess- 
arabian peasants in one instance sacked 
a country house and estates belonging 
to.a rich family." The peasants of the 
Tambov Government surrounded the 
houses of the landowners and compelled 
them. to sign documents surrendering 
their lands. In many districts the peas- 
ants have taken no action, waiting for 
the authorities to act. In some parts of 
Bessarabia the country people are high- 
ly reactionary and in one district espe- 
cially the Odessa military authorities 
have taken strong measures to suppress 
a counter-revolutionary movement. The 
Grand Committee of .the Alliance of 
Peasants has addressed the following 
petition to the peasants at the front: 

“*Do your duty. Do, not fear that the 
lands will be divided without you. This 
division cannot be made by isolated vil- 
lages, for that would provoke internal 
quarrels by which the enemy might 
profit. Only the Constituent Assembly, 
wherein you will represented, will 





decide this mapertele question.’’ 
At a conference held at the offices of 


the Minister of Commerce to discuss the 
question of a Government coal menop- 
oly, it was proposed to. place all minera! 
combustibles at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment and regularize their distribu- 
tion. No objection was made by coal 
representatives at the conference, and it’ 
is believed that the scheme will be put: 
into effect about the middle of May.

The con- 
ference was opened by Rodzianko and, 
great speeches were: made by Cheidze, 
Tzeretelly, Skobeteff and other promi- 
nent labor leaders.

“It is the shame of the. twentieth 
century to. have to raige this subject. I 
as a Russian am insulted ;when I hear 
it said, ‘Shut out the Jews from the 
universities or they will take .all. the 
first places in science.’ The Jewish 
question was one of the chief tools of 
the autocracy. Russia must be rid ‘of 
this nightmare.” : 

In-June this year over 2,00@ Jews will 
be f wing, wong jeutenants. Until now 
no Jews has had the right to hold offi- 
cer’s. rank. ‘ ; 

Yesteraay evening a meeting of: the 
Anglo-Rugsian Society was eld, at 
which the British Ambassador made 2% 
speech, saying that the ideals for which 
the Allies were fighting were liberty, 
nationality, restoration, and peace. 

Regarding the question of the deten- 
tion of emigrants, he explained that the 
emigrants were being held back till their 
passports were in order. In this con- 
nection, M. Milukoff addressed a de- 
cisive request to the British and French 
Governments not to make any distinc- 
tion between political emigrants return- 
ing to Russia, but to afford all. of what- 
ever opinions, every facility for travel. 
This should do much to calm the labor 
classes, which have been roused against 
Efigland by the incitements of the ex- 
tremists. . . 

Of course Lenine and his followers will 
continue to attack England, but by their 
violence they have spoiled their own 
game. Lenine has broken away from 
the Social Revolutionary Labor Party, 
whose views were too moderate for him, 
and formed a new group, under the title 
of thn Party of the Communists. 

The English Socialist 
enjoying great popularity in Petrograd. 
They are now going to Moscow and then 
to the front. They are exerting great 
influence tn Socialist circles hcre, espe- 
cially as regards the war. 

The conference of the Labor Party has 
passed a resolution supporting the Pro- 
visional Government and condemning all 
attempts to undermine its authority. The 
conference. recommends that further 
representatives of Socialist parties 
should be admitted to the Government. 
As regards the war the resolution says: 

‘“‘ With convictions that the_relinquish- 
ment of.the aims of conquest will great- 
ly forward the:cause of peace, the La- 
bor Party will use all its authority to 
support every measure of the Govern- 
ment directed to the earliest possible 
conclusion, in agreement with out allies, 
of an honorable peace without indem- 
nity, and based on the right of all na- 
tionalities to determine their own fate. 
At the same time, in view of the un- 
doubted danger at the front threaten- 
ing the country and its newly won free- 
dom, the Labor Party considers one of 
the fundamental duties of organized 
democracy to be the mobilization of all 
forces for decisive resistance.to the aims 
of conquest of the German impertalists, 
which do not meet with sufficient oppo- 
sition in.

Through the day on each side of this 
Worcestershire Colonel great bodies of 
troops were fighting forward under an 
intense shell fire. He saw the enemy’s 
massed counterattacks slashed by the 
British shrapnel and machine-gun fire 
and the field batteries galloping to for- 
ward positions, but he could see nothin 
of his own men after once they ha 
gone forward down the sloping ground.

They came to 
a@ casualty clearing station ‘not even now 
beyond the range of shell fire, so that 
the men Who esca from the battle- 
fields, waiting to have their woun.is 
dressed, hear the old shrill whistle of 
the approaching menace, but do not 
care.

Fighting on the Somme Outdone. 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, April 235, (via London.)—The 
town of Monchy-ie-Preux, which lies 
about five milés east of Arras, will 
gang out in history as one of the 
loodiest spots of the world war. The 
fighting north, east, and south of this 
little Artois village, perched —* a 
high knoll, has exceeded in intensity 
any of the individual struggles of the 
Somme. £fforts of the Germans to re- 
take the village apparently have sub- 
sided on account of the sheer exhaus- 
tion of their available forces, and the 
British advance edstward of Monchy

President Rogers called the convention 
to order promptly at 10 o’ciock in the 
morning, and in his annual address he 
commented at length on many of the 
provlems of importance to newspapers 
—— from the entrance of the 
United States into the war, 

Of the proposed censorship, he said: 

“The people are entitled to any and 
all news which does not endanger the 
welfare of the country, and to the right 
honestly to criticise my 4 one who may 
not be acting for the best interest of 
the country. The only censorship which 
can be defended is a censorship which 
is necessary to keep from the enemy 
information which might aid in locat- 
ing our ships, our troops, our munitions 
and our war, supplies. 

“Every other kind of censorship, in- 
cluding that of statements showing. the 
condition of our troops, arises from an 
anti-democratic distrust of the neWs- 
oo and of the people, and, being il- 
egal, will not serve to keep the news 
from the people so long as the news- 
Papers are here to speak for them.” 

Applause greeted this statement. and 
Mr: Ro rs had to wait for it to sub- 
side before continuing. . 

It is in such serious times as these,” 
he went on, ‘‘ that the newspapers can 
and do demonstrate by their faithful 
service to the public, their willingness 
to help toward a successful termination 
of this most horrible war;’ which ter- 
mination is to be successful only 
through the active co-operation of all 
the people in their willingness to be 
universally trained and .to be sent 
where, in the opinion of those in power, 
they can best serve the interests of the 
country, the country’s allies, and the

PUBLISHERS EXPECT 
EASIER PAPER MARKET 


Committee Reports. Large In- 
crease of Output in Sight—Meas- 
ures for Future Supply. 


Extensive preparations for increasing 
the supply of news print paper were re- 
ported to the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association by its Paper Com- 
mittee at the convention yesterday. F. 
P. Glass of The Birmingham (Ala.) 
News, one of the Vice Presidents of the 
association, is the Chairman of this com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Glass said that largely through 
the efforts of A. G. McIntyre, an expe- 
rienced paper engineer of Canada, a 
very large increase in the output was 
assured for this Fall, and that an even 


greater store would ne on hand in 1918. 
His committee recommends the operation 
of mills by the Government. 

At an early date your committee en- 
tered upon three. measures of relief in 
the paper situation,’’ his report read in 
part. ‘' The first was to insure econo- 
mies in consumption through urging pub- 
lishers to stop returns, to cut off all 
f free circulation, to hold down 

apers, and to conserve the paper 
supply in every Way. 

by The second measure was to co-oper- 
ate with the Trade.Commission in dem- 
onstrating the facts in the manufactur- 
ing industry, and to obtain through 
Government power and publicity all the 
restraint possible upon the oppressions 
of many of the manufacturers. 

** The third measure was for final and 
permanent relief through the establish- 
ment of mills under the ——— or 
control of newspapers, which will be a 
large factor in maintaining the competi- 
tive conditions that may be brought 
about by other influences. 

“In all of these directions your com- 
mittee believes much has been accom- 
—-. Waste of, paper has certainly 
en curtailed to a large extent. 
“New mills are under way, and a 
large’ aggregate of new tonnage is in 
Prospect. Abundant publicity has been 
obtained. Governmental investigation 
has established the justice of our cause, 
and has softened the market.. The pros- 

oo of substantial relief seems near at 

and. 

“The leading facts lately developed 
at Washington are familiar tc you. he 
Trade Commission found such a serious 
situation and such deliberate violation 
of the Sherman law .that it felt obliged 
in the public interest to turn its evi- 
dence over to the Department of Justice, 
The costs published in the report of the 
Federal Trade Commission showed that 
extortionate* prices were being charged 
by the manufacturers, and that prices 
had no relation to cost of manufacture 
or to the natural law: of supply and de- 
marid; that there was artificial restric- 
tion’ in trade and a tendency to curtail 
the production.” 

Here followed a history of the fight 
waged by the publishers against the 
manufacturers through thé Department 
of Justice, resulting in the indictment 
of some of the manufacturers and the 
—E of the action against 

hem on their promise to obey ‘the law 
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and to refrain from further manipulat- 
ing the market. 
“ The Canadian Dominion and Provin- 


inducement,” the. committee reported, 
“for development of that country by 
bonuses, tax exemptions, and every- 
thing to favor the manufacturer, even 
going so far 4s to prohibit the export 
to a foreign country of raw materials. 
There are ample timber resources in 
the United States for the development 
of all the newsprint paper mills re- 
quired on a competitive and. economical 
basis as well.

“The southern part of this country 
must always a on the East, West, 
and North for its supply of newsprint 
paper, as the woods in the South are 
not adapted to the manufacture of 
newsprint paper as spruce and fir are 

“It is, of course, from a publisher’s 
point of view, desirable to hawe these 
mills developed in this country, partic- 
ularly in view of the fact that all of 
the equipment required must be built 
in the United States, and where mills 
are developed in Canada at a very ex- 
cessive duty it is always a charge 
against production and operation. 

**We must, therefore, realize in our 
efforts for future development that the 
Northwest and Alaska must not 
overlooked. The 
resources of these areas are incalcula- 
ble. They are situated tributary to large 
rivers, and available for transportation 
economically to the East through the 
‘anama Canal and across the continent 
as well. The very much lower cast of 
production in mills in these districts 
would more than compensate for the 
long haul.’’ 

The report ‘goes on to say that pub- 
lishers: should co-operate in the suppori 
of mills and in assuming part of the risk 
of transporation. Attention is called to 
the fact that many publishers have sug- 
gested that the Government should go 
into the paper manufacturing business. 
and the committee admits that “ gov- 
ernmental operation of industrial enter- 
prises in‘many countries has not: been 
very successful.’’ 

“This country, however, is not in that 
condition,’’ the report goes on. “If 
there is any department of the Govern- 
ment. which is efficient, it is the De- 
yer tment of Agriculture, particularly its 

orest Service. , 





that any mill operated under the direc- 
tion of the Forest Service of this coun- 
iy would be anything but economical. 
e le Committee is inclined to feel 
that publishers should urge such a step 
on e@ part of the Government for 
broader reasons than their own supply 
of paper. A paper mill owned and 
operated by the Government of the 
= States under its Forest Service, 
conducted as its other departments are 
being conducted, would be -a model of 
business efficiency and manufacturing 
enterprise, and an inducement to capital 
to share the benefits, which would be 
accurately demonstrated.” 

The report calls attention to the fact 
that at the end of 1916 the stocks re- 

orted on hand by the Newsprint Manu- 

acturers’ Association were only 49,000 
tons, or a little less than a ten days’ 
supply. oo to the report of the 
manufacturers, on ¥ 42,000 tons were on 
hand on Jan. 1, 1917, although, the com- 
mittee suggests, many more tons prob- 
ably were in the hands of jobbers. 

“The stocks reported for March were 
82.261 tons, compared with 51,562 for 
March, 1916,” the report states. 

The Paper Committee recommends 
that all publishers ‘“‘ interest themselves 
in mills in some manner, either by partial 
ownership, long-term contracts, or co- 
operation in construction. Representa- 
tives of the Paper Committee will be 
glad to arrange such a mill connection 
for any member upon application,” the 
report concludes.

In my 
opinion the fpassage of the new legis- 
lation herewith submitted is required 
for the protection of the United States 
and its citizens and for the fulfillment 
of the duty owed by the United States 
to other nations with which it is at 
peace.’”” °

April is one of 
the most boisterous months in the year, 
around the British Isles, and the rough, 
hazy weather enables submarines to ap- 
proach a steamship -within one-or two 
miles without being seen. 

‘The best thing that the United States 
can do now to help her Allies,” said a 
captain whose ship was recentiy sunk 
under him, ‘‘ is to send all the tugboats 
and big motorboats that can stand: the 
sea passage across to England for. patrol 
duty. All the big fishing ports like Yar- 
mouth, Grimsby, Hull, Lowestoft, Brix- 
ham, Deal, Dover, Margate, and Swansea 
have been almost denuded of their fleets 
of fishing trawlers, which are being used 
by the Admiralty for patrol duty and 
mine sweeping in the British Channel 
and the North and Irish Seas. 

** Another thousand of craft of this 
kind is needed at once so that they could 
be spread around the British and French 
coasts to protect shipping. There are 
more than two thousand engaged in that 
work now, but the area is so vast. that 
& steamship can travel for five or six 
hours without sighting oné vessel. 

‘* During April the weather. is so roygh] 
that the smaller type of moto*boats can- 
not venture out far from the land, but 
in May the sea and wind are calmer and 
the 100-footer with great speed and a 
three-inch gun at her bow .can skoot 
round the coast without danger of being 
swamped, According to the warnings 
which are issued to ship masters daily 
from the Admiralty by wireless, the Ger- 
mans must have from 50 to 75 sub- 
marines cruising in the English Channel, 
North Sea, and Irish Sea at one time. 

‘The decks of steamships should be 
loaded with all the motor boats that can 
be had and the craft should be rushed 
over so that they can be equipped with 
three-irich guns and be sent out to sink 
submarines.’

FIRE AT INVENTOR 
IN TEST OF ARMOR 


Dr. Brewster’s Jacket Resists 
Bullet from Springfield 
Rifle at 60 Feet. 


ARMY ‘OFFICERS WITNESSES 


Outfit Weighs $0 Pounds, and It Is 
Claimed Does Not Impede 
Movement.

DOVER, N. J., April 25.—In the pres- 


the United States Government, and rép- 
resentatives of steel mills, and of the 
United States Rubber Conipany, a test 
was made here this afternoon of a bullet 
proof jacket and headgear, the invention 
of Dr. Guy Otis Brewster and Emil Hel- 
ler, both of Dover. The test was made 
by shooting at Dr. Brewster, who wore 
the jacket and headgear, at a distance 
of sixty feet with a Springfield rifle, 
loaded with regulation ammunition, 
which carried g bullet at a velocity of 
2,140 feet per second.

Jersey National Guard. The bullet was 
deflected from the. jacket without in- 
jury to the wearer. It. failed even to 
make an indentation in the plate.

with a ten-pound sledge hammer.

Those 
speaking for Queens think that. the 
potato’ fields ought to grow a crop of 
flats instead of family residences. 
There are many such flats there al- 
ready, visible from the dual subway 
from which Queens benefits so much 
and to which it contributes so little 
as.yet.. The Queens flats are excel- 
lent constructions, many of them 
both cheaper and better than Man- 
hattan flats. But if the 50,000 acres 
should be filled with them it would 
be a disaster both for Queens ahd for 
all its sister boroughs. . 

The object of the dual subway was 
to scatter population for the benefit 
alike ofthe boroughs which they. left 
and those which received them. The 
opponents: of the. Three-Story Tene- 
ment’ bill practically argue. for the 
transfer of Manhattan’s congestion to 
Queens, leaving in Manhattan a con- 
gestion of sound buildings emptied by 
law for the: benefit of Queens, There 
is room and demand in Greater New 
York. for all sorts. of buildings, even 
for family residences. built in a mod- 
ern way.. Queens has some of them 
as well as some flats, and it needs 
both sorts. It is too great a sacrifice 
to slaughter good’ homes for the profit 
of any. borough and have that profit 
itself a source of new loss. 

There is need of a broader outlook 
in both camps. This is a five-borough 
city, and ‘each of the boroughs should 
rink rivalries for the common good.,

He, too, 
was criticised. But HugH McCuLLocn, 
in his “‘Men and Measures of Half 
a Century,” records’ the judgment 
of history upon President LINCOLN’s 
conduct: . 

Throughout his Administration Mr. 
LINCOLN was wiser than his assailants, 
wiser than: his friends. Besides the 
attacks of his political enemies, to 
which he was indifferent, he was con- 
stantly ‘charged, by those who claimed 
to be friendly, with hesitation, when 
hesitation was dangerous. They were, 
for instance, impatient at his tardiness 
in using his war power to- -free the 
slaves, and they censured him: without 
stint. He was troubled by this cen- 
sure, but his purposes were not shaken 
by it. Although one of the mildest of 
men, he was. unyielding to . efforts 
which were made to force him to acts 
which! he considered erroneous in them- 
selves or erroneous because untimely. 
His aim was to keep abreast with 
the public sentiment, with which no 
man was. better acquainted, and not 
to go too fast to avoid the charge 
of going too slow. He issued his 
celebrated Emancipation Proclamation 
when. he’ thought the people were 
prepared for. it and when the 
military condition of the country 
seemed to justify it. It came at the 
right time; it breathed the. right 
spirit, and it was hailed with almost 
universal satisfaction in all the loyal 
States. I never think of the manner 
in which Mr. LINcoLn performed the 
most ‘difficult and responsible duties. 
which ever devolyed upon mortal man, 
of the enormous labors which he per- 
formed, of his ‘faith in the right, his 
constancy, his hopefulness, his’ sa- 
gacity, and his patience under un- 
merited and bitter criticism, without 
feelings of admiration akin to rev- 
erence, . 
The sinking of the Lusitania, when, 
more than 100 American lives were 
lost, was a provocation for war. We 
know that at that time the country 
would not have been united for war, 
great as the provocation was. There 
was provocation for war in later acts 
of German lawlessness. It was still 
very doubtful whether Congress or the 
people would have given united sup- 
port ‘to the President in declaring war. 

But when.all restraints were thrown 
aside,’ pledges and promises disre- 
garded, and. in the proclamation: of 
unrestricted submarine warfare of 
Feb. 1 Germany defied the opinion of 
the world and in effect declared war 
against belligerents ant neutrals alike, 
then the people. were one in the con- 
viction that it was impossible to main- 
tain even the appeararice of friendly 
relations with a Power lost to all con- 
siderations of law and humanity. The 
German Ambassador was sent home, 
our own recalled from Berlin, but still 
a little time was given for Germany to 
reconsider. There was no drawing 
back on her part. True to her proc- 
lamation of ruthlessness, she continued 
to murder Americans. Then came the 
revolution {in Russia, which furnished 
Mr. Wison with thé splendid text for 
his-address to Congress, gave him and 
the: country the opportunity to join the 
‘Allied fn: the prosecution of a war for 
‘human. liberty and rights, a war in 
which we shall continue to fight and. 
which cannot end until the world is 
made safe for democracy. At that 
moment the President could be sure 
that the-people had kept pace with 
him, that they would support him, and 
sanction. “any action that he pro- 
posed.” “ All unwillingness ‘was ban- 
“ished from the minds of all the 
“ people,” said Mr. CHoaTE, “ and he 
“fs now our chosen leader for this 
“ great contest.”

ART NOTES. 


An exhibition of paintings by Mary 
Cassatt at the Durand-Ruel Galleries 
carries the record of her work back 
something like forty years. The pic- 
tures are not dated, but the ‘‘ Femme 
a l’Eventail ’’ surely belongs to the late 
seventies. ‘“‘La Tasse de thé” and 
“Femme lisant dans un jardin’’ seem 
by internal evidence to be somewhat 
later in date, and ‘‘ La Partie .au ba- 
teau’’ belongs definitely to the year 
1898 and was painted at the Antibes in 
the Winter of that year. It is a signifi- 
cant roomful of pictures. The medium 
is oil in most instances, but there are 
several pastels, and the latter not less 
than the former convey the idea of 
sound feeling, fresh vision, and ths 
highest authority in workmanship. 

The subjects in which young children 
play the leading part are peculiarly re- 
freshing from their complete natural- 
ness and the careful research with 
which the artist has entered into their 
illusive little anatomies and psycholo- 
gies. They are whole children at one 
mentally, morally, and physically, and 
not fragments of slighted personality, as 
most children in pictures appear. There 
is, however, a certain pleasure in turn- 
ing away from the field of the artist’s 
most familiar triumphs to other sub- 
jects in.which she shows herself equally 
a master.. The woman reading in a 
garden is one of these. The long figure 
sinking a little in itg chair, the chin 
burrowed in: the soft neckerchief, as 
innocent of pose as the babies in the 
companioning canvases, breathes the 
spirit of serenity, bodily idleness, and 
mental ‘activity, a perfect idyl of a 
Summer day in France. 

* Miss Cassatt’s talent is great and her 
genius rare. She paints with her mod- 
ern and personal method in the mood 
of the Greek classics. Her gestures are 
large, her rhythms ample,‘ her forms 
are animated by health and vigor, her 
people have sweetness of temper and 
sanity of mind. It is an art to cherish.

Returning Officers Might: Train the 
New. Armies: for Real .War. 
Olympia, Wash., April 18, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As. the speediest and most effective 
way of striking the enemy and help in 
forcing a victory with peace, the United 
States should immediately organize a 
corps of 60,000 troops and dispatch them 
to France to serve on the battlefront 
there side by side with the tricolor. 

Nine regular infantry regiments, two 
regular artillery regiments, eighteen 
National Guard regiments, With the 
proper complements of signal, medical, 
airplane and other attendants, would 
comprise a corps. Regiments should be 
filled to the maximum with recruits, 
who would offer themselves in crowds 
for the chance of serving in the war. 
The Americans now serving in -the 
French and British armies should be re- 


‘called and put into the regiments of 


this corps. It ought to be organized 
in a month and be in France in six 
“weeks. — 

. The moral effect of such an expedition 
would be tremendous, discouraging the 
Germans and inspiriting the Allies. It 
would afford the finest possible school 
of instructions in real war. Picked offi- 
cers and men after sérving in the field 
a month or two could be brought home 
as instructors for the troops under train- 
ing here and others detailed to take 
their place, so there would be a constant 
accession to our training. camps of men 
who had distinguished themselves’ in the 
field. The new levies would through 
them receive the best training in actual 
war. 

This course would make us an actual 
participant in the struggle, and if peace 
should come before we could send a 
large army abroad it will give this coun- 
try a voice in the settlement which 
otherwise it could not have.

FEW BRITISH SLACKERS. 


Larger Separation Allowances Are 
Needed by Eligible Men Here. 


New York, April 25, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an Englishman who served and 
was severely wounded in the early days 
of the war and is still serving in a civil 
capacity, I feel obliged to answer Mr. 
Rose’s tirade against the British slacker 
in the. United States. - 

When I left England a year ago for 
this country I held the idea, very com- 
mon there, that over here the genus 
‘‘BSlacker Britannicus "' abounded. Since 
then I have met great numbers of peo- 
ple, including probably not less than 
200 Englishmen of eligible age. Among 
this number I have met very few indeed 
whose presence here was not easily ac- 
counted fcr. 

There are many Britishers here who 
have served in the war and do not go 
out of their way to advertise it; others 
are employed on productive war work 
in a civil capacity and for common 
sense reasons do not wish to advertise 
it; also there are many who have been 
rejected as physically unfit. 

Mr. Rose evades Mr. Chislett’s point 
about the men with wives and families 
being unable to join on account of the 
expense by asking who provides for 
the wives and families of the men now 
fighting. The answer is plain... The 
separation allowance that suffices for 
an English family would not keep one 
member ‘of it here in America; and thé 
expenses incidental to leaving for Eng- 
land or Canada on the chance of being 
accepted may: present a very real diffi- 
culty. The test will come when our 
-Government undertakes to care for the 
families here while the men serve, and 
to give free passages. 

I do not suggest that there are no 
British slackers. No nation could make 
such a boast. But I am convinced that 
there are very few, and certainly not 
enough of these invertebrates to be a 
disgrace to the British nation. Let any 
American ask himself how many Brit- 
ishers he knows who have madé no at- 
tempt to enlist. Perhaps he will make 
the oft repeated charge against English 
actors here. If there are slackers among 
them let him remember that their pro- 
fession brings them into such promi- 
nence that exaggeration is Inevitable. 

Altogether my expectations in regard 
to the British slacker have been pleas- 
antly unfulfilled. He is. only conspicu- 
ous by his rarity. LEE NICHOLS,

@ separate, peace—‘‘ unless a general 
peace cannot. be. secured,”’ he nalvely 
adds. But:in either case he strove for 
fn immediate peace, and received, as 
the answer of the Russian. Council of 
Labor Deputies, the proposition that an 
immediate peace would be premature. 
So. Scheidemann. failed. 

Ever since the Russian revolution the 
stock of the majority Socialists has been 
falling and that of the minority has 
been rising.’ The great Berljn munitions 
strike was a final blow to the prestige 
ofthe majority. It was natural that the 
Kaiser should at first intrust. Scheide- 
manh with his peace feelers, for the 
whole lohg experience of the war has 
shown Scheidemann.to be absolutely 
trustworthy from the governmental 
standpoint—as when he led the popular. 
movement for peace last Fall, as a pre- 
liminary. to the popular ‘campaign for 
redoubled. military efforts, also. led. by 
Scheidemann, in the Winter. But the 
German Government is an organization 
of many resources. At the same time 
that it utilized the majority leader it 
was making use of the minority. This 
was all the more easily done since ma- 
jority and minority have an identical 
peace program, “ no annexations, no in- 
demnities.”” The majority has held that 
it might prove necessary to.do some 
more fighting to win this German peace, 
the minority has trusted rather to the 
powerful influence of the German So- 
clalists over all other Socialist parties. 
At a time when Bethmann Hollweg has 


tions, no indemnities"’ policy, (which 
would leave the Entente to pay the 
larger part of the price of the war and 
allow Germany to get the only benefit, 
namely, the chance‘to absorb her pres- 
ent allies,) it is evident that the minor- 
ity Socialists cam be more useful than 
the majority.

The German minority has, 
furthermore, the support of approxi- 
mately 98 per cent? of the American So- 
cialist Party,.as proved by the vote at 
the recent convention. The situation is 
similar in Buenos Aires and in Brazil, 
where the Federation of Labor threat- 
ens. to strike against a declaration of 
war. And, finally, the Russian Council 
of Workmen's and Soldiers’ Deputies 
has been led to adopt the policy of ‘no 
anhexations and no indemnities.” It is 
in vain that the Socialist Minister, Ke- 
renski, ¢xplains that this prohibits only 
punitive indemnities, and does not apply 
to Belgium, Serbia, and Poland, and 
that only forcible annexations are op- 
posed.

CLOSED T0 GERMANS 


Oxford Scholarships Formerly 
at the Kaiser's Disposal to 
Stay in Great Britain. 


WILL PROBABLY FAVOR INDIA 


German Students, Who Stood High 
at the University, Likely to 
“be Missed After War. 


The disposition of the seholarships for 
‘Germans, . established at Oxford by 
Cecil Rhodes, which has caused debate 
in England since the war destroyed 
Rhodes’s hoped-for rapproachement 
among Great Britain, Germany, and the 
United States, which should guarantee 
permanent peace, has reached a partial 
settlement. The statement of the Rhodes 
trustees. for the last yegr, copies of 
which have just reached this country, 
contain’ the announcement that by an 
act of Parliament, adopted on petition 
of the trustees, the German scholarship 
provision, which. was made in a codicil 
to the will, and hence could be nuilified 
without affecting the Rhodes bequest 
in its entirety, has ben canceled. ‘The 
scholarships thus set free,’’ says the 
trustees, ‘‘ will be distributed among 
communities within the British | Einpire 
not provided for under the will.’ 

ile the statement does not say so, 
it seems probable that this may mean 
ndia. Canada, Newfoundland, Australia, 
asmania, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Bermuda, and Jamaica are already pro- 
vided for by the bequest, and the sug- 
gestion has been made in England since 
the war began that the loyalty of India 
to the Empire made such recognition 
most desirable. 

The German scholarships were decided 
upon by Rhodes after he had formed 
his plan for bringing Americans and 
Colecnials to Oxford. Rhodes was a 
great admirer of William II., and the 

aiser’s decision to teach English in the 
schools of 7, inspired: Rhcdes to 
include Germans in his Oxford plan. 
The ition of the German scholars 
was different from that of Colonials or 
Americans. There were only fifteen of 
them at any given time, as. against 
nearly a hundred Americans and about 
eighty Colonials. They received only 

1,250. a year, as against the $1,500 given 

the others, on the theory that they 
would spend the er See weeks of 
the year which Oxford allots to vaca- 
tions at home. Instead of leaving the 
choice to local authorities, as in the 
United States and in many. of the 
colonies, they were appointed by. the 
Kaiser or, in practice, by his Minister of 
Education. 

The fifteen German Rhodes scholars 
and the thirty or forty other Germans 
who usually were at Oxford on their 
own means composed ‘the ablest na- 
tional group at the university, accord- 
ing to American Oxford men, and the 
Germans were among the most popular 
undergraduates. There was keen com- 
petition for the German_ scholarships 
among the best families of the Empire. 
To maintain his position suitably each 
German candidate was required to show 
a private income of $1,200 a year be- 
sides what he received from the Rhodes 
bequest. In one year not long before 
the war there was only one of the fif- 
teen German Rhodes scholars: who was 
not a nobleman.

The cotton, market yesterday was ir- 
regular, with the attention of the trade 
divided between the steadiness of the 
spot situation as reflected in the smal} 
May notices’ and the reported favorable 
progress of the new crop. July con- 
tracts fluctuated between 19.50 and 
19.72, closing at 19.58, with the general 
list closing steady at a net advance of 
&to 17 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 to 10 points, and there was 
@ flurry of coverings by May shortw 
which’ sent the price up to. 19.90 right 
after the call, or 28‘ points net higher. 
The notices issued were estimated at 
less than 500 bales. This was evidently 
@ disappointment to some scattering 
shorts who’ had hoped for a better buy- 
Ing. basis, and the May premium over 
July widened to about 28 points. Later 
deliveries sold about 16 to 25 points net 
higher: before the end of the morning, 
but after the demand. for near-month 
shorts subsided prices turned easier 
under realizing and local pressure. 
Selling was encouraged by the favorable 
weekly weather report and reports of 
rains in Texas. New crop months sold 
4 to 5 points under Tuesday’s close, 
while the old crop lost all but 3 to 4 
points of the early- advance.

Sir Alfred Booth Advocates Taxa- 
* tlon In Place of Loans. 


LONDON, April 25.—British war fi- 
nancing was criticised severely today by 
Sir Alfred Booth, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Cunard Steam- 
ship Company, at the annual .meeting 
of the corporation. 

‘“* We have ne wro from the very 
atart,’’ said — * To methods 
of financing which we adopted might 
have been comparatively harmless for a 
short -war, but in this lone war they 
hang like a rhillstone around our necks 
and will surely. hamper our powers uf 
recovery after the conclusion of peace, 
We have borrowed where we should 
have taxed, and now when we have 
begun to tax weare taxing production 
and leaving consumption to n riot. 

“The excess profit tax exh hibits both 
these vices to a special degree. More- 
over; is tax the ve disad- 
vantage: that it dean nothing toward 
solving after-war problems, for after the 
war there will be no war profit to tax 
and its plaee will have to taken by 
new direct or indirect taxation at the 
worst possible time for. trade to adjust 
itself to new paren. 

“The gravity of the food problem is 
due as much to finapcial follies as to 
German submarines. The paralyzing 
shackles of vernment control E shi 
ping, if .continued long enoug will 
throttle our economic life.’ 


RAILWAYS MUST BE REBUILT

WAR BAN ON FIREWORKS. 


Adamson ~ Starts Move Here and 
Asks Other Cities to Join. 


Fire Commissioner Adamson an- 
nounced yesterday that he had revoked 
all permits for the sale of fireworks in 
New York City,’ and had asked every 
city in the United States with a popu- 
lation of more than 10,000 to take simi- 
lar action. .While New York City has 
had “safe and sane”’ Fourth of July 
celebrations for several years, some, 
firms have been permitted to sell fire- 
works. In recent years thesé permits 
have been granted upon condition that 
no fireworks. be sold for. use in New 
York City, but it hag ‘been impossible 
to enforce the condition strictly. 

In a letter to Mayors Commissioner 
Adamson wrote: 

“It is highly “desirable that steps be 
taken by every city in America to pre- 
7 the sale and display of fireworks 

ring the —— 7 of the war. 
With this end in view, I have revoked 
the permits of all companies which sell 
fireworks at retail in thig city, and it is 

purpose to prevent altogether the 
sate of fireworks here until the close 
of the war. The reasons for this action 
are that persons with evil intent might 
readily make use of fireworks on occa- 
sions like the Fourth of July to start 
fires or explosions, and that the ma- 
terials. and labor. which are used in the 
manufacture of fireworks should be di- 
vactss. to ether and more useful pur- 
poses.
